The Figs of Commerce. 


The frnit of the fig tree may be reck- 


oned among the staple foods of man for 
ages before cereals were cultivated by 
any settled agricultural population. In 
the temperate regions where it thrived 
best, it fills the place of the banana of 
tropical climes, and yields its fruit during 
several months of the year. In Asia 
Minor, where the tree is found wild 
and where the beat figs of commerce are 
chiefly grown, the fruit begins to ripen 
in the end of June; and the summer; 
yield, which gives employment to a' 
large population, comes to market in 
immense quantities in September and 
October. The trees often give eveu a 
third crop, which ripens after the leaves 
have fallen. The best figs for drying 
come from the valleys of the Meander 
and Kaistros, to the south of Smyrna, 
where the trees are planted regularly 
with 'care, and the ground is dug and 
hoed from four to six times during the 
summer. The Smyrna and Aidin Bail- 
way now affords great facilities for the 
transport of the fruit, which formerly 
had to be brought long distances on 
camels carrying about 500 each. When 
figs reach Smyrna they are sorted by 
women and packed in boxes by men. 
They are best when newly packed, and 
as the months go by get dryer and 
harder in the ware-houses or the grocers 
shop. No one who has not eaten them 
in the Levant at the commencement of 
the season, packed in the ornamental 
pasteboard drums, with glowing pictures 
on the top, in which they are sold for 
local consumption, knows what the best 
figs are like. 1 lie card-board for these 
boxes is supplied chiefly by Belgium and 
Austria; 54,000 camel-loads .of 
four 


kiutels each, or nenrly 12,000 tons, hod 
reached Smyna on the 22d day of October 
last year; and the production increases 
annually. 
Fifteen years ago not more 


than half the amount was recorded for 
the 
whole 
season. 
England 
and 


America take by far the larger portion of 
the exports; France, where the smaller 
and much inferior figs of the Mediterra- 
nean are cliiefly consumed, taking little 
or none of the fine fruit of Smyrna.— 
New Orleans Suyar Planter.

Diamoml-Cntters in New York. 


Five years ago two diamond-cutters 


dressed and polished all the stones that 
came in the rough into this maiUet. In 
the main only the finished diamonds 
were imported. But it was found that 
the work of cutting and polishing dia- 
roouds was often done carelessly 
in 


Europe, and that American workmen 
could better mitist'y the critical taste of 
American buyers of precious stones. 
So marked was the ditl'erence between 
the imported diim.ouds and those cut 
and polished here that a demand for the 
stones of American finish was created, 
and within five years live or six mora 
diamond-cutters have established them- 
selves in New York. They dress and 
polish perhaps one-twentieth of all the 
diamonds sold in this city, and the 
excellence of their work is recognized. 


The stones are imported, as a rule, 


from Honth Africa, and although many 
of the Africa diamonds are off color, it 
is said that as large and as fine stones 
are found there as in the old mines of 
the East Indies aud Brazil. The stones 
come here in the rough, uneven in 
shape, and lacking wholly the luster aad 
sparkle which attach to the very idea of 
a diamond. The first process is what is 
called cleaving. By this process the 
irregularities of shape are chipped off 
and the general form of the diamond is 
secured, but without any of the angles 
which separate the faces. The pieces 
chipped off, if of suitable color and 
without flaw, are used for making what 
is called rose diamonds. Then the faces 
of the diamond are cut by the rubbing 
together of two of the stones, and after 
thus process the stones look like irregu- 
lar pebbles of ground glass. They are 
entirely without luster or beauty. The 
polishing concludes the process. Each 
face of the diamond is in turn exposed 
to the surface of an iron wheel revolving 
two thousand times a minute, and, by 
means of oil aud diamond dust, the 
atone is polished and given its wonderful 
brilliancy. 
Mr. Henry Fera, a diamond-cutter in 


John street, said that a largo part of 
the work of the diamond finishers in 
this city was repolishing the stones cut 
in Europe, to satisfy the more particular 
judgment of American buyers. On ac- 
count of this extra pains which is taken 
with the work here, the diamonds of 
American polish command somewhat 
higher prices. An idea of the business 
in cutting diamonds m this city may be 
had from the statement that last year 
nearly five thousand carats in the rough 
were out and polished here. Wages for 
labor here are from twice to three times 
wHat is paid in Europe for the same 
kind of work. The labor adds ten dol- 
lars a carat to the value of the uncut 
diamond. * The loss in weight from 
cutting is over one-half. This so adds 
to the value of the diamond that a stone 
o! one carat, costiiiiz in the rough, for 
instance, forty dollurs, would sell for 
about one hundred and ten dollars when 
out and polished. The value, however, 
does not depend alone upon the weight 
ol the stone, but is affected also by 
the presence of blemishes or impurity of 
color.

The Conveyance of Steam. 


The conveyance to long distances of 


steam for power or heating purposes has 
long been a problem with engineers, and 
its use has, in many instances, beeii dis- 
carded for compressed air. In fact, the 
measure of the distance to which steam 
may be caaried with economy is not yet 
determined. A suggestion is now made 
bv which owners of establishments in 
Which steam u largely used might effect 
a large saving by concentrating their 
boilers in one place adjacent to a railroad 
station, or to the shore, or even con- 
structing a large central boiler, where 
iheir coal may all be landed and used 
without cartage, and thence distributing 
the steam to their several works. Ihe 
difficulty has always been to find a coat- 
itK for steam pipes absolutely preventing 
jfte radiation of heat, and, according to 
tite Boston Journal of Commerce, such 
a Covering may now be prepared. It is 
made of four parts of coal ashes sifted 
through a riddle of four meshes to the 
inch, one part calcined plaster, one part 
of flour, and one part fire clay. Mix 
the ashes and fire clay together to the 
thickness of thin mortar, in a mortar 
trough • mix th;* calcined plaster and 
flour together, dry, and add it to the 
•shea and clay as yon want to use it; 
put it on the pipes in two coats, accord- 
ing to the size of the pipes. For a six- 
iaoh pipe put on the first coat about one 
•nd one-qnarterinches thick; the second 
coat wants to be about half an inch 
thick. Afterward finish the outside with 
hard finish, the MffleM is »pplied to 
plastering on a wall.

The follower* of certain creeds object 


from conscientious scruples to the usual 
verbal oath, holding that it is impious to 
take words of such awful, sanctity upoo 
the lips in c6nnecti6n with secular mal- 
tere. These—notably the Quakers— 
make a simple affirmation, none the lew 
binding ; in law, though it is said (and 
one can well believe) that no conviction 
ot perjury upon an affirmation has yet 
been known.' Jews are sworn upon the 
Old Testament,' Mahbnietaiis tpon the 
Koran, and; we occasionally witness a 
curious scene in. our law courts when 
special and exceptional form of oatiiii 
rendered necessary by the nationality o! 
the. witness—as, for example, when a 
Chinaman breaks a saucer, or a disciple 
of Zoraster gives his replies with his 
hand uplifted over a torch. It may be 
noted, however,, that in Cluna there are 
several forms of attestation in sogae, ac- 
cording to the rank and numerical dig- 
nity of him who aWears; while in Japan 
oaths are taken vicarionSly by the bon'ies 
or priestiy,who are paiA for doing BO ac- 
cording to. a fixed tariff,. .which is; regu- 
lated correspondingly to! the vehemence; 
or'importance of the vow. Mahometans, 
too, swear by other things than .the 
Koran, all more or less holy in theb 
faith—by the Prophet and htaibeatfl; by 
the beards of their fathers and grand- 
fathers, and their own-and by the 3uor»e» 
descended from the Prophets,; favorite 
steeds. The Koran itself abounds, with 
cautions against false or trivial'swearing, 
and inculcates strongly the saeredness of 
an oath. In Freneh courts of justice 
the witness raises his band to heaven 
while making his avowal. This seems 
to be one of the earliest, if not the orig- 
inal ceremony; there is something 
natural and intuitive about the action, 
for we practice it almost unconsciously 
when we make a solemn assertion under 
the influence of strong emotion. Ito sig- 
nificance is easily .recognized. TheAp- 
awhai and other Indians on the Isthmus 
of Panama bow their heads to the earth 
in swearing; Kaffirs are said, by early 
African travelers, to swear by two peeled 
sticks placed crosswise—f rom which it is 
even inferred that fliey might have some- 
ancient tradition of the Catholic religion; 
and the remnant of Obeah" or fetich 
worshipers, which still lingers in some 
parts ol Jamaica and a few other West 
India Islands, trace circles on the ground 
with the finger smeared in their own 
blood, in token of the ghastly obliga- 
tidnfe imposed npon-them. There can be 
no doubt the oaths of'many secret soci- 
ties at the present day must be so con- 
stituted that their perjurer woidd wreak 
his own destruction, since they are BO 
faithfully observed.—London Qlobe.

It is 
a fact, however, that the invocation of 
stern law.is yet needed to bring many a 
human tiger to a sense of what is due 
even to the brutes he slaughters. .The 
most flagrant outrage that we have to 
note in this direction, is afforded at the 
stock-yards, near this city. It is- the 
practice of those whose business, it is to 
kill the cattle at the daughter houses, to 
spear them with a knife in the neck, just 
back of the horns. It hae been discov- 
ered by the officers of the humane so- 
ciety that when the animals are restless 
and seek to evade the knife, the mad- 
dened butchers pierce the eyes of the 
victims that they may not see the ap- 
proach of the death-dealing knife. Ar- 
rests of these inhuman monsters are be- 
ing made, and the proprietors of the 
packing houses, to their credit be it said, 
are seconding the society in its efforts to 
put a stop to the horrid practice.

MANAGEMENT, it'. 


In it8 management, tlie library has been 


eoiulncted upon the same general princi 
pies its heretofore, and iu no essential par 
tieular 1ms any change been made, excep 
that, perhaps, more and greater care ha 
lieen exorcised iu the selection of books 
none, so far an the utmost scrutiny couli 
prevent, having been put upon tin 
Hhelves, the teaching of which are consis- 
tent with the highest order of refinemen 
aud mcrality, and several of questionable 
influence have been taken therefrom. 


Since the date of our last report, tht 


Board him deemed it proper to change its 
"quarters" from the rooms on Prairie 
street, to rooms oil the corner of Eas 
Main nnd Water street*. 


The increase in the number of books 


and of the patrons of the library, seeinei 
to render it almost imperatively neecssar 
t hat more capacious rooms should he se- 
cured, in order to obtain the more shel 
room for the books and to better accom 
modatt) the patrons of both the library 
and reading room. The room now occu 
pied i.s rented for a term of five years, a 
an annual rental of $200. 


On tin1 17th day of November last, thi 


Hoard sustained an irreparable loss ill thi 
death of their Librarian, Richard It. Ev 
aim. Mr. Evans was elected librarian bi 
the first board of directors of the Decatu 
Public Library, aud at once entered npor 
liin duties us such, and was unanimously 
re-elected to the same position, each sue 
eeeding year until his death. 


By the death of Mr. Evans, the Boan 


has lost a competent, careful, earnesj 
zealous worker and assistant; and the'pat 
rons of the library a kind, obliging, gen 
ial friend and adviser. There could IK 
no more umitialitied evidence of the gen 
eral estwm and high regard in which the 
library in held by the community than 
tlie magnanimous rea|x>use which was 
made to the efforts of Mrs. H. C. John 
and a few other s|*o,ial friends of the Ii 
bran who, seeing the ntter impossibility 
of supplying tlie library with bo<5k», a 
all adequate to the domandsof its patron 
from any fund which could be lawfnll, 
raised under the library act, took it npoi 
themselves to raise, by subscription, i 
/'Library Book Fund" of 83,0<)0. Thi 
Amount has l>een substantially secured 
gnd the library is already enriched In 
having many valuable Ixioks upon it 
shelves, which could not have been placet 
there with any funds coming to the hand: 
of the Hoard through the ordinary elmn 
nel. 


Owing to the labor of moving, and ti 


the length of time neeeasary to tit up the 
rooms and rearrange the books upon the 
shelves, ic., the library was eluded fron 
August 4th, |so far as the issuing of books 
is concerned), to October 5th, 18H1, so 
that this report, as it relates to the circn 
lation of Ixioks, only embraces a period o 
ten months, instead of one year, as here 
tofore, in the annual reports.

PERSONAL MENTION. 


The other day we were favored with a 


copy of James "Shoays Family Gazette," 
published in this city, and dated April 
29,1852, Vol I, No. 44. This relic of pio- 
neer journalism in Decatur, which was 
then but a mere hamlet, is a folio seven- 
column sheet, and is yellow with age, but 
otherwise it is in a fair state of preserva- 
tion. It was found by our friend, Mr. 
John F. Wicks, who resides near Maroa. 
The Gazette, which was the first paper 
published in Decatnr, was issued every 
week at $1.50 per year, and in one place' 
Mr, Shoaff announces that "letters on 
business should be addressed to the pub- 
Usher post-paid.'' Such an announce- 
ment nowadays would sound queer. 


A glance over the advertising columns 


of the Gazette shows that in those days 
a T. Trowbridge, Joseph King, A. L. 
Kellar, 8. T.Baldwin, William Dillon and 
N. W. Chapman were practicing medicine 
in this region; that Post & Bnnn, J. P. 
Boyd, Emerson & Wait and R. J. Oglesby 
were among the lawyers, and that Carter 
& Pnngle were proprietors of a furniture 
store. 


R J. Oglesby and Henry Prather were 


then land agents in Decatur for the state 
at large; H. M. Brown was the proprietor 
of "Social Hall," a public hotel; William 
Scan Ian had a tailorshop in "Son's Hall;"

The leading editorial in tlie Gazette is 


an account of the trip of the editor in 
those early days to St. Louia. On the ev- 
ening of April 2d, 1852, he started for 
Clinton, (by wagon, of course—there were 
no railroads hereabouts then) and arrived 
at that place at ten o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the third. He then went to Bloom- 
ington, jogging along at the rate of two 
miles per hour, arriving there late on the 
evening of the third. Mr. Shoaff remain- 
ed two days in Bloomingtou and then de- 
parted by private conveyance for Pekin, 
where he arrived on the evening of the 
6th. At Pekin he boarded the steamer 
"Avalanche," going first to Peoria and 
thence to St. Louis, where he purchased 
a stock of printers' material. Returning, 
he left St. Louis on the 14th, reaching 
Naples on the steamer "Time and Tide," 
from which town he came eastward to 
Springfield, and thence he made an over- 
land trip, arriving in Decatur on the eve- 
ning of the 17th, consuming 15 days iu 
the round trip.
